I  beg  herein  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
City’s  Health  Department  for  the  year  1955* 

The  population  of  the  City  was  determined  by  Civic  census  in  March, 
195^,  and  the  figure  was  shown  at  156,748*  The  rates  in  the  several  statistical 
tables  appearing  throughout  this  report  are  given  on  the  basis  of  this  1954 
determined  population*  A  Civic  census  taken  in  the  fall  of  the  year  established  a 
figure  of  168,840,  but  the  rates  in  the  Department’s  monthly  reports  had  been  shown 
on  the  1954  figure  up  to  that  time,  and  as  a  matter  of  uniformity  computation  of 
rates  on  the  1954  basis  of  population  governed  until  the  end  of  1955© 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  throughout  the  year  was  2,052,  a 
decrease  of  102  in  the  number  reported  for  1954©  The  rate  in  this  regard  per 
thousand  of  population  being  13»1©  It  has  been  shown  that  marriage  rates  during 
peace  time  years  tend  to  be  constant,  although,  figures  in  recent  years  show  a 
decline  from  what  was  considered  the  norm  of  some  years  agoQ 


The  gross  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  6763,  this 
figure  including  births  to  parents  non-resident  in  the  City*  Births  to  residents, 
only,  or  the  net  figure,  was  5461.  The  respective  rates  per  thousand  of  population 
were  43*1  (gross)  and  34*8  (net)*  Both  the  gross  and  the  net  figures  as,  also,  the 
respective  rates,  show  an  increase  over  the  reporting  for  1954©  Included  in  the 
gross  number  of  births  (6763)  are  397  illegitimate,  an  increase  of  51  over  the 
reporting  for  1954©  There  were  six  sets  of  illegitimate  twins©  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  represents  5*8 $  of  the  gross  number  of  births© 


The  gross  number  of  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year  was  75* 
and  the  net  number  60,  with  corresponding  rates  per  thousand  of  population  of  0e4l 
and  0*38©  These  are  the  lowest  figures  for  recording  over  the  last  five  years© 


The  gross  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year 
was  1627,  with  a  corresponding  rate  per  thousand  of  population  of  10©4©  The  net  or 
actual  City  rate  was  8.4,  represented  by  deaths  .amongst  citizens  only  of  1323*  Of 
the  1527  deaths  recorded,  666  resulted  from  the  associated  diseases  of  the  heart, 

291  from  cancer,  75  from  violent  and  accidental  causes,  39  from  pneumonia  and  13 
from  diabetes.  The  number  of  deaths  from  the  five  causes  as  above  represent 
slightly  better  than  66fj  of  the  gross  number*  It  is  noted  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  age  group  45  to  60  years*  Coronary  occlusion 
is  given  as  the  cause  in  many  of  these  latter  deaths,  and  it  is  significant  that 
this  condition  has  attacked  comparatively  young  men.  Deaths  from  violent  and 
accidental  causes  show  a  slight  increase  in  number  as  compared  with  the  reporting 
for  1954© 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  throughout  the  year  was  159 
with  a  corresponding  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  23*5©  Prematurity,  congenital 
debility  and  malformations  and  injuries  at  birth  are  the  outstanding  causes  of 
infant  death*  The  total  number  of  deaths  under  the  three  classifications  (118) 
represent  approximately  7 $7°  of  the  total  number*  Of  the  159  infant  deaths,  59 
occurred  within  the  first  twenty-four  hours,  40  within  the  first  week,  and  14  died 
under  the  age  of  one  month© 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  3>  °ne 
of  which  was  a  non-city  resident©  Of  the  two  city  mothers,  one  died  of  Puerperal 
Toxaemia  and  the  other  from  an  undefined  puerperal  cause*  The  maternal  death  rate 
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The  total  number  of  communicable  disease  cases  reported  to  this  Office 
throughout  the  year  was  471,  with  48  deaths  from  causes  as  undernoted: 

Influenza  2 

Pneumonia  all  forms  39 

Measles  2 

Poliomyelitis  (Paralytic)  2 
Tuberculosis  (pul)  2 

Tuberculosis  (Non-Pul)  1 

The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  was,  again,  light  during  the  year,  22 
cases  only  being  reported*  Of  the  22,  ten  were  paralytic  and  twelve  non— paralytic* 
It  is  considered  a  little  early  to  give  any  expression  regarding  the  full  effect  and 
influence  the  mass  inoculation  of  Salk  Vaccine  has  had  on  the  incidence  of  this 
communicable  disease*  It  would  seem  from  the  literature  that  a  very  nice  dependance 
is  to  be  placed  on  the  protective  effect  of  the  vaccine* 

The  continuing  growth  of  the  City» as  has  already  been  pointed  out, 
stresses  the  urgency  for  the  acquiring  of  suitable  regional  health  centres*  At  the 
present  time  Scotland  Street  represents  the  only  fully  established  unit,  that  is, 
aside  from  the  City  Hall,  itself*  The  Department  has  two  sub-centres  for  which  a 
monthly  rent  is  paid,  the  North  Hill  Nursing  Aides*  School  ($25.00  per  month),  and 
the  Killarney  Evangelical  Church  ($10© 00  per  month)*  The  Renfrew Community  Hall  is 
lent  gratis  «  (We  gave  the  Janitor  $10,00  as  a  Christmas  present)  -  as  is,  also,  the 
space  used  at  the  Currie  Barracks  Dependents*  Clinic©  With  the  formation  of  the 
Calgary  Metropolitan  Area,  the  Department *s  activities  will  need  to  be  extended  both 
east  and  west©  It  has  become  unwieldy  to  service  the  sub— centres  from  the  City  Hall 
and  Scotland  Street.  There  is  enough  in  attendance  and  work  at  both  branches  to 
demand  uninterrupted  attention  on  the  part  of  the  staffs  without  having  to  pack  up 
and  go  to  the  sub-centres  on  clinic  days*  It  must  be  added  that  the  attendance  at 
the  sub— centres  has  been  on  the  up  trend  for  some  time.  The  Department,  itself,  at 
the  City  Hall,  has  quite  outgrown  its  quarters. 


financial  Grants  in  aid  of  the  Department 1  s  work,  and  received  from  both 
the  Pederal  and  Provincial  Governments,  amounted  to  $57 » 343*14.  Me  are  deeply 
indebted  to  the  Senior  G-overnnents  for  this  very  generous  contribution,  enabling  as 
it  does  access  to  equipment  that  otherwise  would  have  had  to  wait  until  the  Depart¬ 
ment  could  afford  it.  The  City,  also,  received  a  nice  contribution  towards  the 
salaries  of  certain  staff. 

Work  undertaken  for  other  Departments,  notably  Welfare,  Childrens  Aid, 
Police,  the  Safety  Division  of  the  personnel,  and  in  connection  with  the  Civic 
Pension  Bund,  continues  to  occupy  an  appreciable  part  of  the  Department* s  time. 

The  Health  Department  is  very  conscious  and  appreciative  of  the  con¬ 
structive  help,  advice  and  guidance  given  throughout  the  year  by  the  following:

The  Inspectors  have  applied  themselves  diligently  to  the  many  problems  that 
have  confronted  them  during  the  year*  Considerable  educational  work  has  been  done 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Inspectors  in  this  regard  are  reflected  in  the  progressive 
improvement  shown  in  the  operation  of  restaurants  and  other  places  of  public 
accommodation. 

Weather  conditions  were  such  that  practically  the  whole  of  the  City  was 
sprayed  twice  during  the  season,  with  D0D„T0>  for  the  control  of  flies.  The  work  is 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department  and  has  been  quite  effective  in 
keeping  these  pests  to  a  minimum.

The  dental  appointments  for  the  Pre-School  Clinic  are  now  made  through 
the  dental  clinic. 

The  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  are  being  performed  at  the  Calgary 
General  Hospital  by  the  head  of  the  Eye,  Nose  and  Throat  Service. 

In  September  of  this  year  we  generalized  our  program.  The  staff  nurses 
now  are  responsible  for  the  school  -work  as  well  as  the  baby  clinics  and  visits 
in  their  areas.  The  visits  to  Infants  -  Pre-Schools  now  appear  on  the  Nurses’ 
monthly  reports. 

The  attendance  at  the  North  Hill  Clinic  in  the  Nursing  Aides  School 
building  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  in  April  of  this  year  we  started 
holding  our  clinic  every  Friday  afternoon  as  well  as  Wednesday  afternoon. 

I  would  again  like  to  thank  the  Junior  Service  League  members  for 
their  help  in  our  clinics.  This  year  they  have  supplied  volunteers  for  our 
North  Hill  Clinic  as  well  as  the  clinics  at  Scarbcro,  Killarney  and  Renfrew. 

We  also  appreciate  the  help  we  receive  from  the  School  for  Nursing  Aides.

The  following  report  sets  out  the  work  accomplished  "by  the  School  Health 
Division  in  the  City  Schools  during  the  year  1955*  and  is  presented  for  your 
information* 

In  September,  1955*  the  School  Health  Division  and  the  Infant  and  Welfare 
Clinics  were  combined  to  present  a  more  generalized  health  service  for  the  citizens# 
The  City  was  divided  into  twenty-four  designated  geographical  units  with  a  Public 
Health  Hurse  assigned  to  each  unit.  Each  nurse  is  responsible  for  carrying  out  the 
Departmental  Health  programme  in  all  schools  within  her  area.  The  nurses  carry  out 
a  home  visiting  programme  to  all  new  born  babies  and  their  family  within  their 
district.  All  nurses  now  conduct  routine  baby  conferences  in  the  several  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  conducted  throughout  the  City  each  week*  This  new  type  of  pro¬ 
gramme  has  resulted  in  the  nurse  gaining  a  much  more  useful  knowledge  of  the  health 
problems  of  families  requiring  guidance  within  the  community*  The  nurse* s  time  is 
roughly  allocated  5(rfo  in  the  schools,  with  the  balance  of  time  spent  in  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  on  community  home  visiting* 

During  the  ten  months  of  the  school  year  a  total  of  8,247  children  received 
a  full  medical  examination  designed  to  assess  their  health  states.  The  average 
pupil  enrollment  within  the  City  School  system  numbered  approximately  28,500.  Thus 
30 *jo  of  the  pupils  enrolled  received  a  medical  examination  by  one  of  the  school 
physicians*  All  children  in  G-rades  one  and  seven  were  given  a  routine  examination 
by  a  physicial  together  with  all  new  entrants  into  the  school  system  in  any  grade. 

In  addition  pupils  screened  for  medical  examination  by  either  nurse  or  teacher  were 
also  examined.  Invitations  to  be  present  at  the  medical  interview  were  extended  to 
6,752  parents  in  grades  other  than  high  school.  A  total  of  4,205  parents  attended 
or  62$.  This  figure  of  parental  attendance  has  not  varied  significantly  in  the 
past  five  years.  Where  no  parent  is  present  at  the  examination,  a  brief  summary  of 
the  results  is  sent  home.  Any  defects  requiring  attention  are  recorded  on  a  special 
referral  form  and  sent  home  with  the  child# 

The  immunization  state  of  each  child  is  reviewed  at  examination.  1818  of 
those  examined  had  never  received  primary  vaccination.  This  represents  22 $  and  is 
the  same  as  the  previous  year.  Some  576  children  had  overrun  the  seven  year  inter¬ 
val  considered  necessary  for  revaccination.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that 
all  children  receive  inoculation  against  diphtheria;  nevertheless,  1169  children, 
or  14 jo  had  never  been  immunized*  1,329  children  were  found  who  had  received 
initial  protection  but  were  in  need  of  a  reinforcing  dose.  The  school  nurses,  in 
addition  to  the  groups  examined,  review  the  medical  history  records  for  outdated 
and  non- inoculated  children*  Special  inoculation  sessions  are  arranged  during 
January  to  April  by  the  school  nurses  in  each  school  in  order  to  provide  every 
opportunity  to  keep  inoculations  current.  Parents*  consent  to  inoculation  is 
always  obtained* 

During  the  year,  2,753  children  were  vaccinated  in  school  and  5,317  given  a 
booster  dose  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoid*  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  563 
children  received  a  complete  diphtheria  and  tetanus  series* 

Prom  the  results  of  the  medical  examination,  each  child  has  been  awarded  an 
arbitrary  health  category,  somewhat  similar  to  the  one  used  in  expressing  academic 
standing.  Three  grades  are  used:  A  -  Good;  B  -  Pair;  C  -  Poor*  A  total  of  7,637 
or  92$  were  considered  to  qualify  for  an  A  Grading;  569  or  6.8$  awarded  a  B  Grade; 
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and  4l  or  1*2 $  had  a  C  Grading© 

The  general  standard  of  health  of  the  school  children  is  felt  to  he  extremely 

good©

The  Public  Health  Nurses  have  had  a  very  active  year  and  performed  a 
vast  amount  of  constructive  health  supervision  as  the  following  summary  will 
testify*  Each  nurse  takes  a  very  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  all  children 
in  her  schools*  The  children  seek  out  the  nurse  and  make  a  great  deal  of  use  of 
her  services*.

The  results  of  the  Salk  Vaccine  Field  Trail  were  made  known  in  April, 
1955 •  As  2,636  children  had  t  aken  part  in  this  experiment,  the  previous  year,  the 
Department  was  faced  with  the  task  of  informing  parents  if  their  child  received 
vaccine  or  the  placebo  substance*  The  pre  arranged  plan  was  put  into  effect  and 
parents  were  notified  of  the  nature  of  the  child1 s  inoculation  within  48  hours  of 
the  key  to  the  code  being  received  by  the  Department*  1,328  children  had  received 
vaccine  and  1,308  had  received  the  placebo  substance*  All  children  still  within 
the  City  who  had  received  the  placebo  substance  were  subsequently  inoculated  with 
the  Salk  Vaccine0  In  addition,  all  children  in  Grades  I  and  II  in  the  City  School 
system  received  two  doses  of  Salk  Vaccine  upon  receipt  of  a  parental  request  slip* 
7,566  children  in  all  were  given  the  Salk  Vaccine*  Polio  Vaccine  (two  doses)  was 
also  administered  to  986  Expectant  Mothers  expecting  the  birth  of  a  child  during 
the  months  of  July,  August  and  September*  The  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the 
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City  during  1955  amounted  to  only  22  cases*  Two  doubtful  cases  of  Polio  were  re¬ 
corded  in  the  inoculated  group;  one  a  child  and  one  in  an  expectant  mother.  In 
neither  instance  was  there  any  paralysis. 

The  Grade  X  pupils  in  the  five  high  schools  were  all  offered  a  Mantoux 
Test  in  the  Tuberculosis  programme,,  Of  1,526  pupils  in  Grade  X,  1,277  accepted  the 
Mantoux  test  with  a  further  100  accenting  a  Patch  test  "but  refusing  the  intra 
dermal  test.  75  or  5*8 )o  of  those  tested  showed  a  positive  result.  An  additional 
44  pupils  admitted  knowing  they  were  positive  reactors  from  previous  tests  re¬ 
ceived.  No  case  of  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered  during  the  programme*  All 
positive  reactors  we  re  a- rayed  at  the  Baker  Memorial  Sani  to  rium. 

The  vitamin  supplement  tablets  were  again  made  available  to  school  children 
during  the  year®  These  tablets  are  easily  swallowed  and  are  a  very  popular  means 
of  presenting  a  vitamin  supplement  to  school  children. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  school  nurses  certain  children  were  selected  to 
receive  a  half  pint  of  milk  free  on  each  school  day  through  the  months  of  January 
to  June*  The  cost  to  the  Department  for  this  service  amounted  to  $2,530.01. 

During  1955 >  33  children  were  provided  with  glasses  free  of  charge.  In  all 
cases  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  family  was  carefully  checked  before  the 
charge  was  made  to  the  0ityo  The  cost  of  this  service  to  the  Department  was  $230,30. 

Through  Federal  Health  Grants,  the  Health  Department  purchased  a  Maico 
Group  testing  Audiometer  with  twenty  headpieces.  Each  child  in  Grade  3  was  given  ar 
audiometer  test  as  a  routine  screening  measure  during  the  school  year  1955°56. 

This  Department  deeply  appreciates  the  professional  advice  and  services 
given  by  certain  ophthalmologists  in  connection  with  several  eye  disabilities 
referred  to  them  during  the  year. 

I  should  like  to  express  grateful  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Infant 
Welfare  and  School  Division  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation  a.nd  for  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  their  several  duties  have  been  discharged  throughout  the 
year.

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The  Policy  in  the  School  Dental  Clinic  remained,  "basically  the  same, 
offering  dental  inspection  and  treatment  to  G-rades  I  and  II  and  dental  inspection 
of  all  G-rades  III  and  IV  children®  In  September,  an  experiment  was  begun  to 
determine  the  effect,  if  any,  of  the  school  inspection,  on  the  percentage  of 
children  seeking  dental  care.  As  a  result,  Grade  III  children  were  not  examined 
the  last  half  of  the  yean,  but  were  given  cards  advising  them  to  have  an  examination 
by  their  family  dentist® 

Lacking  a  dental  hygienist,  educational  work  with  teachers  and  pupils 
was  necessarily  curtailed,  although,  the  Public  Health  Nurses  continued  to  do  a 
great  deal  for  the  Dental  Division,  in  spite  of  an  overburdened  schedule® 

A  survey  of  the  oral  health  of  all  grades  of  school  children  was 
completed  in  November,  with  the  assistance  of  volunteer  workers  from  the  Central 
Volunteer  Bureau  and  many  of  the  local  dental  practitioners,  on  a  voluntary  basis® 
The  assistance  of  these  interested  people  is  gratefully  acknowledged®  Some  2,700 
children  were  examined  and  charted  in  connection  with  the  survey®

This 
clinic  is  located  in  the  6ity  Health  Department,  and  is  sponsored  by  the 
Calgary  Kinsmen’s  Club,  and  financed  by  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals.  A  total 
of  $52,433-37  was  raised  by  this  means  last  year.

Transportation  to  the  San  was  provided  for  30  persons;  milk 
assistance  was  started  to  5  families  and  discontinued  for  4  families,  leaving 
21  families  receiving  this  help.  A  doctor’s  prescription  was  purchased  for 
one  x-San  patient;  62  bottles  of  ccd  liver  oil  were  distributed. 

Seven  families  were  provided  with  used  clothing  and  5  pairs  of 
pyjamas  were  purchased  for  needy  patients  in  the  San.  Twelve  food  hampers 
and  presents  for  32  children  were  delivered  at  Christmas. 

The  school  survey  of  the  Grade  X  students  has  been  completed  with 
the  follow-up  on  the  families  of  all  positive  reactors.  In  addition  to 
having  classes  with  the  student  nurses  at  the  Sanatorium,  some  senior  nurses 
from  the  General  Hospital  have  attended  our  office  clinics. 

The  direction  and  co-operation  received  from  you  and  the  City 
Health  Department  is  most  gratefully  acknowledged.
